Rush County Rides The Train

It was 
Rush County day 
Sunday aboard the Whitewater 
Valley excursion train which 
winds through an historic 
section of Hoosiertand from 
Connersville to Brookville each 
weekend. As the big diesel left 
the station at noon for the trip to 
Brookville and return, it had 
four cars and two cabooses in 
tow, and. all. were filled. 
Over 225 Rush County people 
were aboard for this special 
event, which was sponsored by 
the B icentennial Com mittee 
assisted by the Rush County 
Chamber of Commerce. John 
Worth headed the venture, and 
Bob' Waggener was in charge of 
ticket sales. 
A short stop was made at 
L aurel, and longer one at 
Meta mor a, where 'people were 
allowed time to get off the train 
and “take in” that historic town. 
A stop was also made at Brook­ 
ville, where the engine was 
turned around. 
On the ride Sunday, Rush 
County people were favored by 
sunshine, but the day was un­ 
seasonable cool. Much of the fall 


color in 
the 
Fayette and 
Franklin County hills was still 
visible, although recent rains 
and winds have taken their toll. 
Every 
weekend 
(except 
three) this summer the ex­ 
cursion train has pounded its 
way through 244 miles of scenic 
W hitew ater Valley, m aking 
stops at historic towns of Laurel 
and Meta, mor a. The rails follow 
the path of the long abandoned 
Whitewater Canal, which was 
built near the middle of the last 
century between Hagerstown 
and Lawrenceburg. 
Part of this historic canal has 
been restored — between the 
“feeder dam ” near Laurel to a 
point just west of Brookville on 
the Whitewater River. It is used 
for canoe races during the 
summer, operates a grist mill at 
Metamora, and provides rides 
through the lock a just east of 
Metamora... 


In addition to Laurel and 
Metamora, towns along 
the 
'scenic route include Null town 
and Alpine. In former years, a 
stop was made at Yellowbank, 


but the train does not stop there 
anymore. 
Many parts of the beautiful 
W hitewater Valley seen by 
those who ride the train cannot 
be viewed by the motorist who 
sticks to the highway. 
Passengers on the excursion 
can view the remains of at least 
10 locks of the old canal, many 
of which are 'pointed out by train 
crewmen Sunday. Only one lock 
— the Millville — has beer, 
restored and can be used. It is 
located at the east, edge of 
Metamora. 
In Metamora can be seen one 
of the only aquaducts in the 
United States. This covered 
structure carries the canal over 
the rocky bed of Duck Creek at 
the east, edge of town. 


Rush County people have had 
a hand in the beginning of this 
Whitewater Valley venture. In 
addition to some shareholders 
here, Lawrence Porter, R. R. 6, 
and Jack Maple, R. R 2, who 
are both steam, engine en­ 
thusiasts, are on the board of 
directors of the association. 


“We have been real pleased 
with the response and ac­ 
ceptance of the 
Whitewater 
Valley excursion train,” Porter 
said last night. “ We have 
operated almost to full capacity 
all summer, except, for the three1 
weekends interrupted when 
heavy rains washed out a 
section of track near Nulltown .” 
A “short run” steam operated 
train takes passengers for rides 
out of Metamora each weekend. 
This usually consists of an 
ancient Heisler engine pulling a 
coach and caboose. 
The Whitewater Valley ex­ 
cursion is the brainchild and 
dream of several business, 
professional, and lay people of 
the Fayette, Franklin, Rush, 
and. Union County area, it began 
when Penn Central decided to 
abandon the line to their traffic, 
and has come about through 
much work and perserve.ran.ee. 
The corporation owns three 
steam engines, one diesel, 
several coaches and. cabooses, 
and small work rail cars. AH of 
these have been restored from

One of the m ain concerns of 
H oosiers 
today 
is

possibility that the Penn Central 
Railroad m ay cease to function 
and hinder Indiana’s economy. 
The possible death of this giant 
road brings to mind the many 
railroads in the state which once 
existed and a re now ju st 
memories. 
T here a re 
a 
num ber of 
abandoned lines in C entral 
Indiana. The m ajor line was the 
M ad i so n

From its m ain track small 
feeder lines branched out such 
as;

burgh, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St.

P h ilad elp h ia, B altim o re and 
Washington Railroad and the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis Railway. 
The nam es for some of these 
lines are am using since the 
roads never touched any of the 
communities for which they 
were nam ed. The Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, 
Chicago 
and 
St. 
Louis (or the P h ilad elp h ia 
Baltimore and Washington if 
you like) ran from Rushville to 
Dublin Junction. In its hay day 
it carried a lot of passengers, 
but freight was moved over the 
line until 1960. A 1925 employes 
tim etable shows that you could 
travel from. Dublin Junction and 
be in Rushville in a m atter of 
thirty-five m inutes. Perm ission 
was sought in 1960 to abandon 


all service on the P.C.C. & St. L. 
(or P.B. A W ). The request for 
abandonm ent of service was 
given in spite of violent protests

operators at Gings and Ben- 
tonville. 
The 
K night stow n 
and 
Shelbyville line was finished 
in 1850. You could travel to and 
from these towns in two hours 
and fifteen m inutes. The rolling 
stock of the K A S was furnished 
by

M adison 
and 
Indianapolis. The K — S was 
m ortgaged to Michael G. Bright 
of Madison.. He closed, it down in 
default of paym ent. He ripped 
up its twenty-six miles of track 
and 
the 
K nightstow n 
and 
Shelbyville R ailroad w as a 
ipemory by 1.855. An, attempt. 
# a s m ade to rebuild the line in 
1858 but failed. 
Riding a railroad in those 
days could be exciting and 
dangerous to say the leasL. The 
Madison and Indianapolis had a 
line from Columbus to Edin­ 
burg. An a rra n g e m e n t w as 
made with the Jeffersonville; 
M adison 
and 
Indianapolis 
Railroad 
to 
use 
this 
sam e 
stretch of track. On July 17, 
1856, both roads planned ex­ 
cursion tours to the capítol city. 
The Jeffersonville, Madison and. 
Indianapolis 
gave 
th e 
a p ­ 
propriate notice to the M A I 
that it wuuld run a train through 
Edinburg. 
Unfortunately, the 
notice a rriv e d too la te at 
Edinburg to do any good... When 
the J.M . A I train puffed into 
the Johnson County town, the

The train, 
the “V arnish” then proceeded 
on its excursion to Indianapolis. 
The 
S helbyville 
L a te ra l 
Branch Railway was built in 
1849 as a feeder line for the 
Madison and Indianapolis. It 
had a sixteen m ile right of way 
between, 
Shelbyville 
and. 
Edinburg. The S.L.B. proved to 
be a profit making line. The 
M adison 
and 
Ind ianapolis 
furnished all its rolling stock, 
including hog cars. Eventually 
the S.LB. was bought by the 
Jefferso n v ille, M adison and 
Indianapolis so that they could 
link it up wtih other lines giving 
them access to Indianapolis. 
But they abandoned the line in 
1855 when their own tracks were

The largest of 'the abandoned 
or _ m erged lines

Indiana was the Madison and 
Indianapolis. The M A I had its 
origin in 1,836' when Governor 
Noble signed a bill of internal, 
im provem ents for the state. 
Originally the line was to run

M adison 
through 
Columbus and Indianapolis to 
Lafayette. The line was finished 
in 
1847 
w ith 
In d ian ap o lis, 
however, as its northernm ost 
term inus, 
What was most notable about 
'the madison and. Indianapolis 
was not w here it went or how 
long its right of way was. Its 
outstanding feature was a 7,012 
foot long ascent from the river 


valley in which Madison sits to 
the top of the hill at North 
Madison. The M A I had the 
steepest rail grade in the nation. 
Because of this steep grade, 
from 1841 to 1880, a team of eight 
horses pulled the trains up the 
hill until special locomotives 
were built, to accomplish the 
task. 
An 1851 tim etable shows the 
route of the Madison and 
Indianapolis, Its first stop was 
at the top of the steep hill at 
North. Madison, Then, it was on 
to 
Dupont, 
Champions 
Mill, 
V ernon, C olum bus, 
Irw in ’s 
Sw itch, 
E d in b u rg , 
A m ity, 
F ran k lin , 
G reenw ood 
and 
Indianapolis. It took five hours 
and fifteen minutes to get from 
Madison to Indianapolis. 


Thousands of these small lines 
crisscrossed the Hoosier state. 
Some 
of 
them 
like

Shelbyville L ate ra l B ranch 
Railway were successes. Others 
operated in the red from the 
beginning. They are all gone 
now, 
e ith e r 
abandoned 
or 
swallowed by the giants to 
become part of system s such as 
The Pennsylvania or the New

But one thing is 
certain. These railroad giants

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‘QUIT THE NONSENSE’ 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen, a quiet man who has earned the 
respect ot Hoosiers for the businesslike manner in which 
he goes about facing up to the problems of his high office, 
speaks out in pretty firm tones every now and then. And 
it’s good to year. 


Like many of the rest of us, he grows weary of 
listening to demagogues. 


In a recent address before the American Association 
of University Women at Anderson College, the good 
doctor said he was tired of a number of things. 


To begin with, he told his audience that he was tired of 
hearing statements “that our problems can be attributed 
to one particular cause. I am. tired,” .he added, “of 
hearing unrealistic deadlines for solving in months 
problems that have been festering for decades. 


“I've about had it with people who trot out the same 
barren slogans, making promises they cannot keep and 
don't intend to keep I am perhaps most disenchanted with 
demagoges, those who deliberately distort an issue to 
achieve personal ambitions for power or financial gain.*'" 


The governor urged public officials to “quit the 
nonsense” of seeking simplistic alibis for complicated 
problems or identifying simply solutions. And he called 
upon news reporters to “accept the notion it is better to 
pass up a piece of drama if the principal effect of that 
drama is to distort an issue..” 


Millions of concerned Americans said Bowen, cannot 
grasp the perspective of the problems “because of this 
torrent of slogan shouting and pious commentaries of 
questionable responsibility.” The situation can be 
reversed but the “politician will have to weight more 
carefully his public utterances” and. even admit that .he 
'does not .have a .solution, rather than to fake it, the' 
governor said. 


Gov. Bowen's comment seems especially appropriate 
during this period of political campaigning leading to the 
general elections on Nov. 5. In order to vote intelligently, 
we all should give the most careful thought to the many 
and varied problems faced in our local communities, our 
state and the nation—and the real qualifications of can­ 
didates seeking our vote.

Weekday religious Education 
classes will end in Indianapolis 
at the end of the year due to lack 
of financial support. 
One of the earlier such 
programs in the nation founded 
in 1946. some 400,000 students 
have participated in the local 
program. It has been financed 
by some 200 area churches, 
private contributions, a $5 fee 
for those who can afford to pay 
for work supplies, and foun­ 
dations. Cost is about $300,000 
per sem ester. 
Costs 
have 
doubled in the last five years 
while enrollments have declined 
as has financial support. 
One answer to the "Bible ban 
in. schools,” classes were held, 
off of public property in trailers 
and empty store rooms. 
Students were given time off 
from school to enroll in the 
teaching program with parent­ 
al permission during fourth and 
fifth grades. For many, it was 
the first and only contact with 
religion. 
Mary Ober, president of the 
local program, also carried out 
in other Hoosier communities, 
announced the closing. She 
said: “The interest in church 
and religion has declined,. A lot 
of people don't think if is

or 
its 
relationship to daily living.” 
Indiana University, with one 
of the largest programs for the 
study of religion at any public 
university in the country, has 
found somewhat a lack of in­

Each summer, an 
institute is held to train teachers 
on presenting a course to teach 
the Bible as literature. Indiana 
University is virtually the only 
university 
providing

training and materials for

Hart, who threw a 96-yard 
non-scoring pass to Bobby 
Moore against the Los Angeles 
Rams, Dec:. 10,, 1972 to set the 
dubious record, threw touch­ 
down passes of six and 40 yards 
to wide receiver Earl Thomas 
92 seconds apart in the second 
period Sunday to lead the 
Cardinals to a 31-27 triumph 
over the Houston Oilers. 
It was the sixth straight 
victory for the Cardinals, who 
'became the only unbeaten team 
in the league when the Buffalo 
Bills shaded the New England 
Patriots, 30-26, and the Detroit 
Lions defeated the Minnesota 
Vikings, 20-16. 
In other games, Dallas 


defeated Philadelphia 31-24, 
Washington whipped the New 
York Giants 24-3, Los Angeles 
ripped San Francisco 37-14, 
New Orleans upset Atlanta 13-3, 
Miami pulled out a 9-3 victory 
over Kansas City, Baltimore 
humiliated the Jets, 35-20, 
Oakland rallied for a .30-27 win 
over Cincinnati, Pittsburgh 'beat 
Cleveland 20-16 and Denver 
topped San Diego 27-7. 
The Green Bay Packers play 
the Chicago Bears in Chicago in 
the Monday night television 
game. 
Hart’s two touchdown passes 
came after recovered fumbles 
and enabled the Cardinals to 
overcome a 10-7 Houston 
lead.

New Zealand’s Lance Cross, 
a member of the IOC Eligibility 
Commission, summed, it up: 
“Only one man could have 
written this rule, 
and they 
crucified him." 
The new rule .keeps 'profes­ 
sionals out of the Olympics and 
only makes one major change 
among several minor ones. 
Athletes can now be paid a 
sum. equivalent to their normal 
every-day salary while they 
train for big events and that 
training no longer has a time 
limit. 
The IOC is not breaking any 
new- ground with the rule, 
according to its critics, but 
merely taking a more realistic 
view to what is .happening 
everywhere anyway. 
The new rule will also ban 
from the Olympics any com­ 
petitor who wishes to compete 
as an amateur in. one sport 
while being a professional in 
another. But the individual 
international sports federations 
will have the possibility of 
allowing such an athlete to 
compete in their own champion­ 
ships outside the Olympics at 
their own discretion. 
The rule also bans all 
athletes from carrying advertis­ 
ing while competing in major 
competitions. TTiis is not a total 
ban for all occasions, Killanin 
said, because .some small clubs 
:an use such advertising 
'evenues at their meetings to 
he advantage of their sport.
